Seeks Long Time Viewpoint. 
_ The cabinet official discussed 
need for. broader viewpoints in 
solution of the farm problem. He 
that the winter should produce debates 
and a new consciousness among Amer- 
icans as to what the long time pro- 
gram following present emergency 
measures should be. This, he hoped, 
would be done not alone by farmers, 
but by labor, industry and consumers 
as well. 

“It is important to hold on to the 
agricultural adjustment act until we 
see more clearly the outlines of a 
broad; long time national plan,” said 
Secretary Wallace. “These outlines, 
J am convinced, cannot fully appear 
until there has been a much more ex- 
tended debate in the community 
forums of the cities, the sch&olhouse, 
meetings of the country, the radio 
end the press. I hope and believe 
that this debate will rage with great 
intensity this winter. ..My fear is that 
it may be reduced to petty, personal 
interests or smal] local issues, or nar- 
row partisan considerations. 
would be disastrous.” ° 
Asks Aid of Leaders. 


Wallace dectared that in its objec- 
tive for a competent plan for farm 
production, the administration hag the 
“right to ask the ‘help of @!l, fair 
minded people, including not only the 
leaders of agriculture, labor and indus- 
try, but also—may I breathe it?—of the 
newspapers of Chicago.” | 

Early in his speech the secretary 
made another reference to the opposi- 
tion which he feels comes from Chl- 

‘@ago. He had sketched the economic 
forces, operating for 12 years, that 
brought the loss of foreign farm Mar 
kets and necessitated .the emergency 
measures under the NRA and AAA. 
Take Land Out of Prodtction. 

The prime need, the secretary de- 
Glared, was to take 40,000,000 acres of 
productive land out of prefuction, and 
pot to lend money abroad .until some 
means of outlet for ovr products had 
been found. This involves:the tariff. 

“Whether we are prepared at this 
time,” Secretary Wallace said, “to en- 
gage in a genuinely scientific nation- 
wide discugsion ofthe tariff.as it af- 
fects agrictlture and’ as an element 
in our long time, plans for-the whole 
nation I have-no way of knowing, but 
I suspect ,that, the ,desperateness of 
the situation has*done a good deal to 
make realists of us all.  ——*

that the necessity for haste in allo- 
cating liquor import quotas “ undoubt- 
edly ” bad worked hardship on certain 
liquor importers. 
More Equitable Distribution. 

These injustices, declared, will 
be corrécted as soon as possible. He 
described them as “ unavoidable,” and 
inevitable,” under the circumstances 
and promised that steps will be taken 
to effect a more equitable distribution 
of the available liquor imports among 
importing firms. 

On capitol bill, 
joint congressional committee 
liquor taxation continued hearin 
i@etermine what rate of tax app 
fehisky will provide the greatest reve- 
nue and at the same time,permit a 
retail liquor price which the bottlegger 
can not afford to undersell. 

Mr. Choate was the principal witness 
at today's session of the joint commit- 
tee, advocating a tax of between two 
and three dollars a gallon. The exact 
rate, it was announced, is to be left to

Part of Revenue for Wet States. 

Mr, Choate favored the proposal 
advanced by the President's special 
interdepartmental committee, under 
which the federal government would 
collect a gallonage tax on liquor and 
return ua percentage of the revenue to 
the states. His sanction, was 
not echoed by Republican 
of the committee who declared the 
vlan was “ practically Impossible,” nor 
by a number of Democrats from dry 
States, whigh, the plan, would 
not participate in the refunds. 

While the committee continued (to 
base its tax investigation on a desire 
to keep the tax low enough to put 
the bootlegger out of business, Iepre- 
Sentative John J. O’Connor [Dem., 
N. Y.], a leading house wet, denounced 
the move for a.low federal impost 
on whisky as the result of organized 
propaganda by the distilling industry. 

An Intensive Investigation. 

“The slogan that has grown 
that the high taxes mean the con- 
tinuance of the bootlegger,” Mr. 
O'Connor asserted in a letter to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, “is merely the result 
of the constant propaganda of the 
distillers. They are about to extort 
from the American peopie hundreds 
of millions of dollars unless the gov- 
ernment steps in and takes most‘ of 
those profits elther by gallomage tx: 
Or an eXcess profit tax.” 

Mr. O’Connor asserted he has made 
an intensive investigation of the 
liquor ‘price situation whieh revealed 
that. present liquor prices bear no 
relationship to the federal tax. 

“The. exorbitant prices now being 
charged,” he stated, “would be the 
game if there was no tax.and could 
not be any more if the tax was $10 
a gallon. The distiller fixes’ the: price 
‘at all the traffic will bear,’ and it 
is solely a question whether the gov- 
ernment will get the bulk of this in- 
creased price or whether it will go 
into the pockets of the distillers.”

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Superior to 
Twin Brother 


New York, Dec. 12.—[Special.}—The 
babies’ hospital of the Columbia-Pres- 
byterian Medical center held a demon- 
stration today of its famous twin boys 
—19 months old now—one conditioned, 
the other unconditioned. 

Dr, Myrtle B. McGraw, psychologist 
and assistant director of the Nurmal 
Child Development clinic of the New- 
rological institute, sald the experiment 
had proved that the conditioned baby, 
constantly trained by the baby spe- 
cialists, was capable of feats of couRr- 
age, strength, and intelligence far hbe- 
yond the ordinary child of 19 months. 

And to prove it she put the two 
brothers through their paces before 
an audience of 60 physicians, nurses, 
psychologists, physiologists, and one 
philosopher, Dr. John Dewey, profes 
sor of philosophy at Columbia uni- 
versity. 

All Their Lives in Hospital. 

Thestwins are the children of ®@ 
taxicab driver and have passed all 
their lives, except for twenty. days, 
within the confines of the hospital. 

Johnny, the conditioned twin. a 
pretty, curly headed blond baby, was 
brought on the stage first, with noth- 
ing about him indicating any remark- 
able abilities. He ran around jab- 
bering and playing with the audience, 
obviously enjoying himself. 

Johnny was given the hat of one 
of the spectators, then it. was taken 
away. . Dr. McGraw said, “Jotnny, 
get the hat,” which Johnny promptly 
did. Then a group of half a dozen 
objects, such as a bell, pencil, and a 
spoon, were set on the floor, all of 
which Johnny was familiar with. On

One of Gangsters Suicide. 


Touhy, Schafer, McFadden, and 
Willie Sharkey were tried last month 
in federal court in St. Paul on charges 
of kidnaping William Hamm Jr., 8t. 
Paul brewer. They were acquitted be- 
cause Hamm was not positive in his 
identification. After their acquittal, 
while they were awaiting removal to 
Chicago, Sharkey hanged himself in 
the St. Paul jail. 

Factor, who was forced to submit to 
torture during the week he was held 
in captivity until $70,000 was paid for 
his release, has been extremely posi- 
tive in his identification of the Touhy 
gangsters in statements he has given 
tc the prosecutor and the press. The 
state is said to have other powerful 
proof of their guilt, such as the find- 
ing of Schafer’s finger prints and 
some of McFadden's clothing in the 
Glenview house where Factor was 
held prisoner, and the testimony of 
several witnesses. 

Aware of Extradition Order. 


The defendants, who during prohli- 
bition years operated as guerrillas in 
the northwest section of Cook county, 
have been in jail since last June, but 
they did not clamor for an early trial 


yesterday. They were°’aware that the 
United States. Supreme court has or- 
dered Factor extradited to England. 

So the dapper Roger Touhy spoke 
up for his rights when the gangsters 
appeared before Judge Miller. The 
four were dressed fashionably, in a 
manner befitting hoodlums who had 
made big incomes from various rack- 
ets. They appeared at ease and dis- 
played courtroom presence. 

“Your honor, we have not, 
been able to select counsel,” 
said.

Defendants Ask for Delay. 


“Gloomy Gus” Schafer arose with 
dignity and addressed the court. “ You 
honor,” he said, “we don't wish to 
make any plea at this time. There 
probably wil] be motions made before 
the entry of a plea and we need coun- 
sel for the making of those motions. 
We are going to plead not guilty. but. 
of course, my telling you that is not 
to be considered a formal plea. We 
would like counsel.”

“It's too late, boys, I’m just locking 
up,” Stein told a police squad which 
drove up as he left the tavern after 
the robbery. The policemen, however, 
were suspicious and placed him under 


arrest.

day Stein asked the judge to return 
the $40 which he carried at the time 
of his arrest and which he had col- 
lected in robberies, in order that he 
might not “ go to the pen a pauper.” 
The request was refused. 

Testifies in Own Defense. 

Stein testified in his own defense 
that the shooting was accidental and 
said that if he had known the cook was 
in the kitchen the killing would not 
have occurred. 

“Can you control] the course of a 
bullet?” the judge asked. 

“T sure can,” Stein told him. “I 
shoot straight, and the bullets travel 
in a straight line. When I shoot to 
kill, I kill. I didn’t even intend to 
hit Weinstein.” 

Stein’s record shows that he was 
sent to a boys’ reformatory in Law- 
renceburg, Ind., in 1925, served one 
year in the Worland, Wyo., reform 
school for automobile theft in 1929, 
and served 80 days for carrying a con- 
cealed weapon in Loulsvillé, Ky., in 
June, 1933. 

“The judge gave me back my gun 
when I filed a writ,” he said. “ When 
I started back to Chicago I stopped in 
Decatur. I noticed two guys follow: 
ing me and stuck them up. I found 
out then that they were coppers.’

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LEGAL CODE AS 
‘BLOW TO CRIME 


Restores Right of Judges 
to Weigh Evidence. 
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An interpretation of the new civil 
practice act, which is expected to revo- 


lutionize the administration of crim-| . 
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inal justice in Illinois, is contained in| | 


en opinion by Judge Harry M. Fisher 4 


of the Circuit court, published in the 
December issue of the Illinois Law Re- 


view. 

Other jurists, lecturers, and writers 
have discussed the new act, which be- 
comes effective Jan, 1, as affecting only 
the civil practice, but Judge Fisher 
holds that its most significant change 
will be in the trial of criminal cases. 
He says the act will restore the com- 
mon law duty of judges to sum up the 
evidence to juries and express their 
opinions on the weight of the evidence 
and the credibility of witnesses. The 
instructions may be delivered orally 
and need not be reduced to writing. 


Sees Court Improvement. 
Judge Fisher praises the new sta- 


tute as the third great step in the abo-} § 


lition of a system which made “a vir. 


tue of mediocrity on the bench” andi 


under which “ the value of a juror lay 
in his incompetence.” 


“Now we shall have a court,” we 
Judge Fisher yesterday in comment- 
ing on the effect.of the civil practice 
act. ‘“‘Heretofore judges have been 
- nothing but monitors, and that is 
why we so often hear the question: 
* Why do they always get verdicts in 
the federal courts but not in the state , 
courts?’” 


Right to Appraise Evidence. 


Judge Fisher arrives at his conclu- 
zion that the new statute will permit 
courts to appraise the evidence in this 
manner: 

1. At common law the court in- 
structed the jury orally and comment- 
ed upon the weight and gufficiency of 
the testimony. 

2. This was changed by sections 

2, 73, and 74 of the practice act. Sec- 
tion 72, adopted in 1827, provided that 
“the court, In charging the jury, shall 
only instruct as to the law of the 
case.” Sections 73 and 74, adopted in 
1847, related to written instructions 
and the marking or modifying thereof. 

3. The entir epractice act was re- 
Pealed by the civil practice act and 
no other legislation prescribing the 
mode of imstructing juries was en- 
acted. 


Provision in Criminal Code. 


4. The criminal code provides that 
the trial of criminal cages shall be 
according to the course of common 
law, “except when the act points out 
& different mode.”’ Judge Fisher 
points out that nowhere in the stat- 
utes is any other mode of instructing 
juries prescribed, and he then cites a 
long list of authorities from Black- 
stone to contemporaries showing that 
the power of the court to weigh the 
@vidence at common law-is an essen- 
tial attribute of its administration. 

“The significance of the restoration 
of the common law powers of the 
courts in the trial of criminal cases 
cannot be overestimated,” says Judge 
Fisher in his opinion. “It goes to 
the very heart of the administration 
of criminal justice. It ig to be ex- 
pected that when the profession dis- 
fovers this change there will be loud 
Protests, especially from that part of 
it which is engaged in deferiding 
Clients charged with crime. 

“It will be pointed out that it estab- 
lishes im the state courts the hatefu! 
* federal. practice,’ that the judces will 
usurp the functions of the juries: in 
fact, that this is a death blow to trial 
by jury in criminal cases. 

Safeguard for Jury System.

QUINLAN! POINTED 
OUT IN COURT

Answers to Charge of 
Manslaughter. 


(Picture on back page.) | 
Seven deputy sheriff who have 
sought Michael {Bubs} Quinlan, south 
side hoodlum, for more than two 
weeks got their man yesterday in the 
Criminal court of Judge Donald S. 
McKinlay. Quinlan appeared to an- 
swer a charge of manslaughter grow- 


ing out of the death of James Berko- 
vec, struck and killed by the hood- 
lum’s automobile last January. 

The deputy sheriffs had been seek- 
ing Quinlan to apprise him of a judg- 
ment of $20,000 entered against him 
in the Superior court of Judge James 
J. Kelly. Berkovec's widow, Julia, 
1184 West Marquette road, obtained 
the judgment for the death of her 
husband and injuries she sustained 
when the Quinlan automobile struck 
them as they waited for a street car 
in a safety zone. The judgment car- 
ried a malice count on which Quinlan 
can be held in jail for six months or 
until he pays. 

Has to Be Pointed Out. 


It was not until Defense Attorney 
James M. Burke had pointed out Quin- 
lan that the capias on the judgment 
was served. Quinlan had entered the 
court unobserved by the deputy sher- 
iffs or the assistant state’s attorneys. 

“T demand that Quinlan’s bond be 
forfeited,” an assistant state’s attor- 


ney told the judge as the manslaughter 


case was called. 

“Why?” asked Attorney Burke. 
“There sits Quinlan over there.” 

The case was continued until Dec. 
12 for trial and Quinlan lodged in a 
cell in the county jail. Attorney 
Burke then went before Judge Charles 
P. Allen of Woodstock, sitting in the 
County court, and filed a pauper’s 
petition in behalf of Quinlan. 


Released on $20,000 Bond. 


Attorney Burke indicated he would 
argue that the malice count in the 
judgment should not force his client 
to remain in jafl on his inability to 
pay. Quinlan, whose rich clothing ap- 
peared to be that of a man in good 
circumstances, was released in bond 
of $20,000 and the petition continued 
until Dec. 29.

But He Asserts Money Is 
Not Chief Factor. 


BY JAMES O'DONNELL, BENNETT. 


The hardest hitting words in Presi- 
dent Robert Maynard Hutchins’ speech 
‘yesterday on the proposed merger of 
Northwestern university and the Uni- 
versity of Chicago came when the 
®peaker was dealing with measures 
which would perpetuate what he de- 
scribed as “all the weakness and waste 
of the present syste:.. of education in 
America.” 

These were the words: 

“For example, the most authorita- 
tive proposals for federal aid to pub- 
lic education call for a per capita 
distribution of federal money to the 
schools of the country. Any such 
arrangement would perpetuate all the 
weakness and waste of the present 
system. And that is what most edu- 
cators want. They do not want to be 
disturbed, or improved, or changed; 
they want to be supported. 

“Some great institutions must show 
that they are ready to adopt a sane 
organization and ready to clarify their 
aims. If some great institutions will 
provide the leadership, intelligence 
“ag yet prevail in American educa- 

on.” 


Sees Elimination of Waste. 


Mr. Hutchins, addressing two thou- 
Sand students and faculty members 
of the university of which he is presi- 
dent, left no doubt that in merger of 
Northwestern and Chicago he sees the 
launching of an authoritative move- 
ment against ‘all the weakness and 
waste of the present. system.” 

For he said: 

“If two outstanding universities, 
founded by different churches and en- 
shrined in the hearts of their friends 
and graduates, can actually come to- 
gether because they believe it is in 
the best interests of education and re 
search, something may happen in 
American education. And that some- 
thing, I venture to suggest, must hap- 
pen before this country can hope to 
make effective use of its educational 
resources.” 


Threefold Strength. 


During the early part of his ad- 
dress, which lasted half an hour, 
President Hutchins held himself to 
@ general statement of the. advan- 
tages of mergers, but toward the 
close he became as specific and en- 
thusiastic as to not only the Ameri- 
can but the world significance of the 
merger which the two universities 
have for seven months .been—as he 
put it—* considering.” 

“With emphasis in Evanston,” he 
said, “‘on undergraduate education, on 
the south side on research and im- 
provements in collegiate education, 
and downtown on professional educa- 
tion and community service, we might 
have some time in these three areas 
the three strongest centers in the 
world.” 

The president not only accepted 
responsibility for having initiated the 
present merger proposals; he also de- 
clared that he would be proud to have 
the University of Chicago set a na- 
tion-wide example by leading the 
way in university mergers. 

Points Out Destruction. 

He pointed out the difference be- 
tween “ codperation” and “ consolida- 
tion.” 

“Cobperation,” he said, “would leave 
the two universities separate entities 
but would divide various activities be- 
tween them. 

““On the other hand it may be that 
from the standpoint of the universi- 
ties, the community, and the educa- 
tional system as a whole, consolida- 
tion would be a great forward step. 

“In any case”’—and this sentence

announced tonight by Dr. Henry S8. 
Pritchett, president emeritus of the 
foundation. The exact date on which 
Dr. Jessup will take over his new posi- 
tion was not made known. 

As president of the foundation, 
which was established in 1905, Dr. 
Jessup will supervise the handling of 
a teachers’ annuity system and will 
direct studies of education problems of 
American and Canadian colleges and 
universities. He will succeed the late 
Dr. Henry Syzzallo. 

Dr. Jessup; who is 56 years old, is 
a native of Richmond, Ind. He be- 
came dean of the school of education 
at Indiana university in 1911, and 
the next year went to the University 
of Iowa in a similar capacity. He 
has served as president of the Na- 
tional Association of State Univer- 
sities and member of the National 
Council of Education and of the Na- 
tional Society for the Study of Edu- 
cation. 


was not in the typewritten copy of 
the address—“it was with the idea 
that this might be the case that I 
initiated the proposal. 

“ =. . « Perhaps this partfcular 
venture is surrounded by such legal, 
sentimental, and financial difficulties 
that however meritorious it may be In 
principle the university cannot put it 
into practice. 

“If this turns out to be the case I 
hope two other universities may set 
the example for the country, for it is 
an example the country needs now as 
never before.” 

Would Be Proud of Example. 


Then came—apropos of the word 
“example ’’—a dozen words which also 
were not in the original text of the 
speech. They were; 

“ .. . and one I should be proud 
to have the University of Chicago set.” 

The speaker was emphatic on the 
question of economies by which mer- 
ger might be avoided or deferred. In 
that direction he declared the danger 
point to have been reached—aye, and 
to have been passed. 

“The two institutions,” he said, 
“have, like all others in the country, 
suffered materially in the depression. 
They have economized. Both of them 
have reached or passed the point 
where these economies cease to be 
beneficial. Much that they have done 
has damaged them. Almost any fur- 
ther savings will damage them still 
further. They have exhausted the 
possibilities of that type of economy 
which promotes efficiency. If they 
are compelled to save more money 
they will, as at present organized, be- 
come less and less effective.” 

Bombarded by Questions. 

Then came the president's bombard- 
ment of questions. 

Among them were these: 

“How many great universities will 
this community support? 

“ And, more particularly, how many 
great schools in any given field will 
the community support? 

“When we examine. the schools of 
education, business, and law [in 
Northwestern and Chicago] we must 
reach our conclusions by asking our- 
selves are they fundamentally differ- 
ent? If not, does the country neéd 
two of them? WiHll the community 
support two of them on a basis con- 
sistent with university standards? 

“Does the country demand two 
graduate schools in Chicago? 

“Is.there any obvious reason why 
graduate work in education should not 
be consolidated on the Midway?” 

In answering his question about the 
two graduate schools, Mr. Hutchins 
said that it does not appear that there 


is “any marked difference in the 
aims of Northwestern and Chicago In 


adult education.” 
As to duplication of extension work 


done by the two universities he was 


thus emphatic: 
“Wor does it appear that our obli- 
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“Those may, any or all of. them,” 
he continued, “ tempt either university 
at any moment. to imitate on its 
own, campus what is already being 
done next door. I have difficulty in 
believing that such competition. is 
beneficial to the community, to +the 
nation, or to the higher learning,” 


Money Not Chief Factor, 


Although he insisted that further 
economies in the maintenance of the 
two universities can be safely effected 
only by elimination of. ‘overlapping 
and imitation, the president said: 
“It is not true that our primary 
interest in these discussions is finan- 
cial.” 

This statement was arresting in 
that it contradicted assertions by 
some proponents of the merger that 
the sole reason for it is financial. 

As to how certain details of merger 
would and would not be worked out, 
President Hutchins said: 

“ Any readjustments in the teaching 
staffg would be gradual and would not 
work hardships to members of the fac- 
ulty. 

“The college on the Midway [mean- 
ing the college of liberal arts or un- 
dergraduate school] would not be elim- 
inated, 

“Nor would research in medicine 
be discontinued on McKinlock campus, 
nor clinical work on the Midway. All 
that is suggested is that professional 
medical education might be empha- 
sized downtown and medical research 
emphasized out here. | 
“If the proposed consolidation is 
ever approved it may be that wé could 
establish a great center of schools 
for professional training on the Mc. 
Kinlock campus. The departments on 
the south side might be devoted chief- 
ly to the advancement of knowledge. 
This might help to make clear the 
obligations of both. Research would, 
of course, continue on the McKinlock 
campus, but the emphasis there might 
be on working out the best methods 
of giving the highest type of profes- 
sional education.” 

Keep Undergraduate Schools. 


The president seemed especially 
solicitous that his hearers depart with 
his assurance that neither the under- 
graduate college in Evanston nor the 
one on the Midway would be extin-

Greeted by Thousands. 


A fine rain was beating down as 
they landed the craft in the harbor 
here at 1:27 C. S. T. after circling the 
city. They took off from the Amazon 
river in the interior of Brazil at 3:48 
C.: 8. FT. 

Thousands of spectators lined the 
shores as Col. Lindbergh set the pon- 
toons of the seaplane down lightly 
on the harbor water. 

It was Port-of-Spain’s first sight of 
the Lindberghs, and a cosmopolitan 
crowd acclaimed them enthusiastically. 
After tying up the ship the Lind. 
berghs went ashore to the home of 
Gov.

Tells Two Stories. 


He told two stories, one of the farm- 
er being told by a buyer for his hogs 
that his quotation “might be $1 a 
hundred higher if there wasn’t any 
processing tax,” and the consumer 
who was told by his butcher ‘I could 
sell you this for a cent a pound less 
if it wasn't for the processing tax.” 
“From many sources reports have 
come to us,” Wallace said, “ that rep- 
resentatives of the packers are invit- 
ing farmers to compare present hog 
prices with the prices in September 
and October, and they are suggesting 
that the difference of $1.50 in favor 
of the early fall price is due to the 
corn-hog program in general and the 
processing tax In particular. If enough 
farmers come to believe this, no doubt 
the packers feel they can be freed of 
the processing tax and freed also of 
all efforts to reduce the volume of 
pork.

That may not be true, of 
course, but the bulge is otherwise dif- 
ficult to aceount for." 
: He also pointed out that consumers 
seem to have spent 22 per cent more 
for pork products this November than 
eel did a year ago, which compares 
with an increase of 23 per cent in the 
income of industrial workers over No- 
vember, 1932. 

Propaganda and Prices. 


“It is important to distinguish be- 
tween propaganda and prices,’ the 
secretary continued. ‘For example, 
packers usually begin to put stocks 
into storage this time of year in the 
effort to make profits out of the sub- 
sequent rise in prices (or, he interpo- 
lated, it may be their disregard of the 
farmers). Apparently they expect the 
rise in prices this season to be more 
marked than usual, for they put about 
twice as much into storage during the 
last half of November as they have 
done in similar periods in recent 
years.” 

That the AAA may undergo revision 
in the next congress was recognized 
by the secretary. He said many were 
already calling the voluntary features 
of farmer and industry participation 
under the farm act impractical. He 
hinted that in the case of milk it 
might be necessary to license produc- 
ers as well processors to make the 
trade agreements and prices effective.

Davis to Replace Peek. 


The office of agricultural adjust- 
ment administrator, relinquished by 
Mr. Peek as a result of his conflict 
with the brains trust, still_is vacant 
but is to be filled in a day or two by 
the appointment of Chester Davis of 
Chicago, now chief of the division of 
production control in the AAA. 

Unhampered by the impediments in- 
terposed by Mr. Peek, the professors, 
headed by Assistant Secretary of Ag- 
riculture Rexford Tugwell, are pre- 
paring to push the marketing agree- 
ments for packers, millers and other 
processors to completion with provi- 
sions for limitation of profits, govern- 
ment access to books and numerous 
other regulatory innovations. The 
grain exchange code, also containing 
rigid regulations designed to discour 
age speculation, is also to be expe- 
dited. 


Tugwell for Profit Curb. 


Secretary of Agriculture Wallace is 
supporting the program of the pro- 
fessoriate, particularly encouraging 
the projected limitation of profits. He 
does not object to an industry earn- 
ing what he called “ legitimate prof- 


its” in his Chicago speech today, but

It was Peek’s first speech outside 
Washington since he was named farm. 
administrator, and his last in that 
capacity, as President Roosevelt has’ 
just transferred him to the chairman- 
ship of a committee. to.explore foreign 
outlets for American goods, especially 
farm products. 

A formér champion of the McNary 
Haugen farm relief meastres, twice 
vetoed by President Coolidge, Peek 
cautioned that if individua)~initiative 
and the. profit system are to remain 
' American institutions against the 
wishes of the “ultra. liberals,” the 
system *“‘must be controlled’ and that 
the majority of American citizens 
must be property owners. They must 
be secure in such ownership, he said, 
and should not be permitted to lose it 
through no fault of their own. 


A Thrust at “Brain Trust.” 


The remarks were accepted by the 
farmers as a mild thrust at the views 
of the “brain trusters” in Washing- 
ton, who only last week succeeded in 
having Peek removed from the farm 
administration. 

“ There is abroad in the land propa- 
ganda for doing away with the profit 
system,” declared Peek. ‘‘ This means 
doing away with the institutions 
under which we have all grown up 
and prospered, more or less. I am 
against the racketeers of high finance 
as much as I am against the racketeers 
in the underworld. 

* But the remedy lies not in destroy- 
ing our institutions. It lies in reach- 
ing these racketeers in high places 
under the laws of our land. If these 
laws are inadequate they should be re- 
vised and extended so that no guilty 
man shall escape.”’ 


Monopoly and Business. 

Peek said there should be a, differ- 
entiation between the ‘so-called mo- 
nopolies’’ and the “ millions of heads 
of businesses, large and small, perform- 
ing a useful service.’’ He-.added that 
“you can’t build a profit system and 
leave the foundation (agriculture) out.

Welcomes Their Compliance. 


The government, it is understood, 
welcomes this compliance of the little 
fellow, for if the controversy becomes 
a test case in the courts; and it is 
likely thatit will, the government does 
not want to be pitted against the 
small shopkeeper. 

The most conspicuous convert was 
Samuel Bazemore, the pants presser 
from St. Petersburg, Fla., whose re- 
fusal to obey the code brought the 
recent ruling from Federal Judge 
Akerman of Tampa that the NRA 
could not constitutionally regulate a 
local commerce enterprise. 

Of course there still were a num- 
ber of men present determined not to 
comply with the prices which have 
been fixed, for the average dress or 
suit, at levels ranging from 65 cents 
to 95 cents. For their benefit Deputy 
Administrator H. B. Ludlum, in charge 
today, referred, but without comment, 
to the injunction which New Jer- 
gsey’s vice chancellor, Malcolm Bu- 
Chanan, issued restraining a cash and 
Carry chain of stores from cutting 
prices beneath the code level. 

Cash and Carry Group. 


The fight between the cash and 
carry and the call and delivery sec- 
tion was still keen today, although 
less vocal. The cash and carry wit- 
nesses kept up their demand for a dif- 
ferential [20 per cent is popular] in 
favor of the cash and carry trade. 
Their representatives argued that the 
prices suggested by the code were 
“profiteering prices"; that the public 
preferred a low price. 

To which Attorney John H. Rel- 
man, counsel for the National Associa- 
tion of Tailors, Cleaners, and Dyers, 
shouted that he had “never before 
realized there were so many altruistic 
gentiemen”’ in the cash and carry 
business until he had heard them 
plead low prices “for the sake of the 
consumer.”

CRAWFORD AVE. 
MADE PULASKI 
ROAD, 34 TO 12 


Council’s Vote Ends 
Controversy. 


The city council voted yesterday, 34 
to 12, to change the name of Crawford 
avenue to Pulaski road, 

The action brought to an end a 
cohtroversy aired at several public 
hearings at which Crawford avenue 
business men protested against the 
change on economic and historical 
grounds, and Polish societies and ald- 
ermen of Polish descent demanded it 
as an honor to the Polish cavalryman 
who was killed in the Revolutionary 
war. 

Before passing the name changing 
ordinance the council voted down an 
amendment offered by Ald. John 8. 
Clark [30th], providing that the 
change should not become effective 
until it had received the approval of 
51 per cent of the business men on 
the street. A ‘minority report by 
members of the committee on local in- 
dustries, streets and alleys, proposing 
that the name Pulaski be given to 
Augusta boulevard instead of Craw- 
ford avenue, also was voted down. 


“ Defies Home Rule.” 


“ Seventy-five per cent of the busi- 
ness men on Crawford avenue don't 
want the name changed,” declared 
Ald. James C. Moreland [41st]. “ In 
changing this name, the council is 
violating the home rule principle for 
which it has stood for years.” 

“I’m sorry to see the name of an 
early Chicagoan, Peter Crawford, who 
settied in 1841 at what is now Craw- 
ford and Ogden avenues, taken from 
one of our streets,” said Ald. Clark. 
“ You are doing a great harm to busi- 
ness on the street. It is an economic 
as well as a historical loss. I'm not 
prejudiced in the matter. I'll support 
a change of the name of Augusta 
boulevard, and both streets run 
through my ward.” 

Besides Ald. Clark and Moreland, 
those who voted against the change 
were James J. Cusack [5th], O. E. 
Northrup [19th], Thomas J. Terrell 
[29th], Matt Porten [34th], Roger J. 
Kiley [37th], Joseph C. Ross [40th], 
Edwin F. Meyer [45th], Oscar F. Nel.- 
son [46th], John A. Massen [48th], 
and George A. Williston [49th]. 


Kelly Signs Ordinance.

The status 
of Gen. Hans Kundt, German strate- 
gist, who trained the Bolivian troops 
and served as chief of staff ever since 
war was declared last spring, was not 
made clear. Earlier reports from 
Ruenes Aires that he had been re- 
moved were described here as false. 

Country Reported Tranquil. 

The country was tranquil. An offi- 
cial communique said: 

“ Dispatches from Asuncion regard- 
ing purported triumphs of the Para- 
guayans in the Gondra sector and the 
capture of prisoners were received by 
the Bolivian people with serenity and 
the hope of receiving an authoritative 
version from the Bolivian high com- 
mand.” 

It was announced new reserves had 
been called out, and that all political 
factions in parliament promised the 
minister of war their full codperation. 


Paraguay Sees End of War. 


ASUNCION, Paraguay, Dec. 12.—

PARIS, Dec. 12.—(4)—For the third 
time the French cabinet today con- 
firmed a default on the war debt pay- 
ment to the United States, this time 
on $22,200,926 due Dec. 16. 

Since the government considers it- 
self bound by the refusal of the cham- 
ber of deputies to pay a year ago be- 
cause the situation has not changed 
in the meantime, Foreign Minister 
Joseph Paul-Boncour was told to ad- 
vise Washington the decision 
against payment.

Basis for French Policy. 


The French debt is about one-third 
of the total Europe has owed Uncle 
Sam as a result of the world war, 
From the war down to the present 
the French debt policy has had three 
cornerstones: 

That France had a right to repara- 
[tions from Germany; that France 
could not pay its debt to its former 
allies unless it received these repara- 
tions, and that consequently its debts 
to America and England were en- 
twined with reparations. 

One indication of the popular feel- 
ing here regarding the debt to the 
United States was the recent refusal 
of Edouard Herriot, champion of pay- 
ment, whose cabinet fell on that issue 
a year ago, to form a cabinet after 
the downfall of Edouard Daladier’s 
ministry so close to the anniversary of 
the defeat. Herriot is known to hope 
that some time the debt may be “ ar- 
ranged” and that the bitterness of 
both sides transformed into friendli- 
ness. 

Belgium Repudiates Again.

The object of the project would be 
to maintain the broad economic policy 
of gradually combining with existing 
domestic programs a suitable program 
of international economic codperation, 
“as each nation emerges from serious 
panic conditions.” 

Declaring that equal treatment is 
the basis of all acceptable commer- 
clal policies, the recommendation pro- 
vides that any international agree- 
ment include a most favored nation 
clause “ unrestrictedly and condition- 
ally applicable to all types of control 
of international trade.” 

But such agreements, it was pro- 
vided, shall not contain features 
“which, while possibly immediately 
advantageous to the contracting par- 
ties, might react disadvantageously 
upon world trade as a whole.” 

Proposes Permanent Agency. 

Furthermore, the most-favored-na- 
tion countries using quota systems or 
otherwise limiting imports, would, un- 
der therresolution, promise such use 
of these systems as would dislocate 
no more than necessary the competi- 
tive position of nations supplying the 
affected articles. 

The resolution further proposed a 
permanent international agency to ob- 
serve the progress of tariff reductions 
and asked “appropriate world eco- 
nomic conference agencies” to codp- 
erate. 

To encourage multilateral treaties to 
liberalize trade the governments would 
promise not to demand, under the most 
favored nation clause of bilatera!)

CHICAGO’S IMPROVING 
CREDIT. 


The fact that the City of Chicago has had to 
put out another refunding bond issue is itself 
evidence that the financial situation of the most 
important of the local governments is still far 
from what it should be. But there is a great deal 
of satisfaction to be found in the circumstance 
that the new refunding bonds bear 5% as against 
6 per cent paid on last year’s issue of the same 
sort. The city has been able, at the same time, 


to obtain a marked modification of the terms 


imposed last year. Whereas at that time the 
city was not permitted to retire the refunding 
bonds as money was accumulated in the sinking 
fund, this year’s bonds are callable on 30 days’ 


notice. A emumpereene saving in interest is

. The city of Chicago, contrary to the general 
belief, is not in default on a single bond issue. 
Other local governments have not done so well. 
The city is in a stronger position partly because 
ite trust funds [particularly the sixty odd millions 
of the traction fund] have served as an internal 
bank, but also because the city had enjoyed 
superior financial management ever Mr. 
Cermak took office. Mr. Szymeczak’'s record as city 
eontrolier earned him an appointment to the 
federal reserve board, and Mr. Szymezak’s suc- 
cessor, Mr. Robert Upham, has been at least 
equally efficient and zealous in the public interest.

THE SANITARY DISTRICT 
LOAN. 


The federal public works administration has 
given its final approval to an advance of close to 
34 million dollars to the Chicago sanitary district. 
The money is to be spent on the s@wage treat- 
ment works which the United States Supreme 
court ordered the district to construct. 

Of the advance, $8,845,000 is an outright 
The rest is a loan, amply secured by bonds of the 
district and by other claims on its future revenues. 

Mr. Ickes, the administrator of the public works 
fund, could hardly have refused the loan in view 
of the Supreme court's decree. He was confronted 
with a mandate of the court to the district to 
construct certain works which could not be 
financed through customary investment channels 
because the Gistrict was already in default on its 
funded debt and because of the disorganized con- 
dition of the investment market. For Mr. Ickes 
to have rejected the sanitary district’s request 
would have been absurd because it was to finance 
precisely such projects that the PWA fund was 
set up. A refusal to approve a project ordered by 
the Supreme court while advancing tens and hun- 
dreds of millions for fantastic and ill-considered 
echemes elsewhere would have been at once an 
insult to the court and an insult to the intelligence 
of the citizens. 

The fact that the loan has been approved has 
occasioned no extravagant rejoicings in Chicago 
because it was plain from the start that the least 
that the federal government could de was to make 
such a loan. What the PWA has done is vastly 
less than the federal government should have 
done. A grave wrong to Chicago has in no sense 
been redressed. 

For nearly half a century the federal govern- 
ment has been a nonpaying but névertheless ac- 
tive and frequently dominant and @ictatorial part- 
ner in sanitary district affairs.. All the major 
plans had to be submitted to United States engi-: 
neers. They imposed upon the people of Chicago 
extremely: heavy expenditures which were calcu- 
lated to make a sanitary canal for the service of 
Chicago also a ship canal for the service of the 
whole nation. Ship canals in this country are con- 
structed at federal expense, but this one was not. 

After dictating these héavy expenditures the 
federal government took’ steps to minimize any 
specifically local valties the canal had for sanita- 
tion and to impose an extremely costly sewage 
disposal system upon Chictago’s’ taxpayers.

New Painting Arrangement 
Also Pleases Critié.

The Art institute wakens.to life 
again tomorrow in a blaze of glory. 
The lull. between the. closing. of A 
Century of Progress exhibition and 
the opening of the winter exhibits has 
been time most profitably spent. The 


galleries on the second floor have been 
rearranged in chronological order and 
familiar paintings take on new beauty 
in the light of this different installa- 
tion, In addition frames have been 
refurbished and paintings cleaned. In 
a numberof the galleries the walls as 
well have been redecorated. 
~~ 


Most of this has passed within the 
week into the public consciousness as 
news. ‘The definitely new winter ex- 
hibits, some seven of them in all, are 
an extra dividend declared by the 
museum to brighten the holiday sea- 
son. These exhibitions are housed ac.- 
cording to custom in the east wing 
galleries. There is great diversity of 
material and manner among them. The 
first gallery is hung with the mag- 
nificent and austere paintings of 
Greenland by Rockwell Kent. This is 
a superb show. The simplicity of the 
composition and the cold, definite 
color contrasts employed by Mr. Kent 
throw a glamour over a countryside 
that is felt*to be fascinating in its 
solitudes. 

From this one enters a little gallery 
where paintings by Eugene Berman 
hang. Berman is a Russian by birth, 
but a Parisian by residence. He is 
one of a group of young artists who 
“are seeking beauty through a revival 
of the classical traditions. His work 
is calm» and reflective and quietly 
lovely. Other contemporary French 
painting is seen in the third exhibit 
made up of works selected by Joseph 
Winterbotham and reselected and lent 
by the Fleming museum of Burling- 
ton, Vt.

Germany is represented through the 
one-man show of paintings by Paul 
Kleinschmidt, an artist definitely in 
the Van Gogh tradition. His pictures 
are vigorous and virile. From Russia 
comes Boris Grigoriev, who is show- 
ing a series of fascinating illustra- 
tions for Dostoyevsky's ‘“The Brothers 
Karamazoff.” He has been working 
on-them some sixteen years and they 
are amazingly ingenuous.

Hitler, Other Nazi 
Leaders Omitted in 
New “Who’s Who”

LONDON, Dec. 12.—Chancellor Adolf 
Hitler and all the leaders of the Nazi 
government appear to be boycotted 
in the 1934 edition of the British 
“Who's Who,” just published here. 
Among the 40,000 short biographies 
in the book there is none of Herr 
Hitler although his fellow dictators, 
Mussolini, Kemal, Pilsudski, and even 
Stalin are included. There are also 
biographies of many German states- 
men of the Republican régime and 
writers and scientists whom the Hitler 
régime has exiled. 

Like all its predecessors the new 
Who's Who contains mysteries of se- 
lection which its editors, true to long 
tradition, steadfastly refuse to explain. 
George Kaufman, the playwright, ap- 
pears in the book for the first time 
but not Mare Connelly, his collabora- 
tor, who rose to fame with him, 
Gertrude Lawrence, the actress, also 
makes her Who's Who debut, but the 
book still fails to mention Beatrice 
Lillie. Conant, new president of Har- 
vard, appears in the book for the first 
time but there is no similar recogni- 
tion of Dobbs who became president 
of Princeton.

To 
prepare them, simply wash them in 
cold water, remove the skin, split them 
and then diseard any veins lying 
about. It’s well then to let them 
stand in cold salted water for two or 
three hours. 

Following this, blanch them by drop- 
ping them into freshly boiled water 
and letting them stand in it half an 
hour, Now they’re quite ready to 
broil, Dip them in melted butter, 
sprinkle with salt and pepper, and 
broil under a flame for 10 minutes or

Forced to Raise Money. 


Connie Mack indicated that the sale 
of Grove and Cochrane was made with 
great reluctance, as part of a program . 
made obligatory by financial condi- 
tions. According to Philadelphia 
sources, bankers had insisted upon the 


li prompt raising of. $250,000. The fore- 


going transactions were the only way 
in which a quarter of a million dol- 
lars could be raised to. satisfy the 
demands of the clamoring financiers. 
Im calling the conference Mack 
barred all persons except press repre- 
sentatives from his own city. Even 
the big general news services. were 
kept out of the meeting... This, it was 
said, enabled the grand old. gentleman 
of baseball to give vent to a little 
sentimentality which he did not want 
strangers to share. 

While the Earnshaw deal was hailed 
of great importance to Chicago’s base- 
ball public, the transaction was over- 
shadowed by those involving Grove and 
Cochrane. 

Cochrane to be Manager. 


The deal for Cochrane, who is to 
become the manager of the Detroit 
team, had been semil-officially con- 
firmed some time ago, but reports 
anent the sale of Grove had been re- 
ceived with a degree of skepticism. 

The superb Lefty has been looked 
upon as one of the greatest pitchers of 
all time—probably the greatest left- 
hander—since 1926, the second Season 
after he had been bought from _ Balti- 
more for a reported $105,000. That year 
his won and lost record was 13 won 
and 13 lost, but he had an earned run 
record of 2.51. Since that time he never > 
has had a bad year. 

Grove’s greatest season was 1931 
when he won 31 games and lost only 
four, suffering his fourth defeat on the 
last day of the season, many days after 
his team had clinched the American 
league pennant. That year his earned 
run percentage was 2.05. The follow- 
ing season he won 25 and lost 19, lead- 
ing the league on the earned run basis 
with 2.84. Last year he led the league’s 
regulars with 24 wins and 8 losses 
with a third place team. His earned 
run average was 3.21. 

, _ Grove Born in 1900. 

Grove was born in Lonaconing, Md., 
March 6, 1900. He was married and 
broke into organized baseball the same 
year, 1920. His first job was with 
Martinsburg of the Blue Ridge league. 
He spent the greater part of 1920. with 
Baltimore, however, remaining. there 
-until he was sold to the A.’'s after the 
season of 1924.

Barnshaw’'s value scarcely is predi- 
cated on what he did last year.

Earnshaw’s life is somewhat paral- 
lel to that of Grove in that he was 
born in 1900, on Feb. 15, and also 
served his minor league span at Bal- 


timore. He did not break in till 1924, 
however, after graduating from 
Swarthmore. 


Best in World Series. 

In the three years the A’s won the 
pennant Earnshaw won more than 20 
games each year—24 to 8 losses in 
1929: 22 and 18. in.1930,-and 21 and 
7 in 1931. He lost one game and won 
one in the world series with the Cubs 
in 1929, the one loss being to Guy 
Bush in the only world series game 
the Cubs have won in their last nine 
series games beginning in 1929. He 
won two and lost none in 1930 against 
the Cards and won one and lost two 
in 1931. While.never low in earned 
run showings in the regular season, 


Barnshaw had the remarkable record | 
of 1.87 in eight world series games in | 


which he pitched 61 2-3 innings. 

The Sox did not bid for Barnshaw 
until an extensive investigation had 
been made to determine how George 
felt about the possibility of coming to 
the Chicage team. 

Jimmy Dykes, former teammate of 
Earnshaw’s, now star third baseman 
with the Sox, who is attending the 
major league meetings at the Palmer 
house, was delegated as the main in- 
vestigator. Jimmy brought the word 
that George would “go” for the Sox 
_and that he anticipated no difficulty in 
curbing his temperament, 

The transaction, hailed as the larg- 
est in the history of basball, sur- 
passed by $50,000 the reported cash 
conditions of the Cub deal for Rogers 
Hornsby on Nov. 7, 1928 in which the 
Chicago Nationals gave $200,000 in ad- 
dition to five players. 


Recal] Break Up of 1914. 

In it many saw a parallel of Connie 
Mack’s breaking up of his 1914 pen- 
nant winners after they had lost the 
world series to the Boston Braves four 
straight, after having given the New 
York Giants a severe licking in 1913. 
The two wreckings have several strik- 
ing contrasts, however, not the least 
of these being the fact that no bank- 
ers were howling at Connie Mack in 
1914. And the cash involved never 
approached those figures in the trans- 
actions announced yesterday. 

The 1914 breaking up was conducted 
in installments, like the present one 
which started 14 months ago with the 
sale to the White Sox of Al Simmons, 
Jimmy Dykes and Mule Haas for 
$100,000. The only big sum involved 
in the wrecking in 1914-15 was the 
$50,000 which the White Sox paid for 
Eddie Collins. 
~ The first break in the 1914 Athletic 
battle front came at the close of the 
season when Frank Baker announced 
he would retire to his home in Trappe, 
Md. ‘Then, in November, Connie Mack 
asked waivers on his star pitching 
trio, Jack Coombs, Eddie Plank and 
Chief Bender. This resulted in no 
immediate deals but served to confirm 
reports that Mack was determined to 
dismantle his machine. 

In the major league meeting in De- 
cember, 19 years ago, Collings was sold 
to the White Sox for $50,000. Pre- 
viously Col. Jacob Ruppert had been 
told he could purchase Collins if he 
decided to buy the Yankees, but be- 
fore Ruppert became a magnate Col- 
lins was the property of Charles A. 
Comiskey. 

Bush, Pennock to Boston. 

The next move was the release of 
Coombs, who signed as a free agent 
with the Brooklyn team. Shortstop 
Jack Barry was the next to depart. 
He was sold to the Boston Red Sox 
after the start of the 1915 season. 

Stuffy McInnis, who had succeeded 
First Baseman Harry Davis, lingered 
until after the war and Catchers Ira 
Thomas and Wallie Schang also sur- 
vived the shakeup. Joe Bush and 
Herb Pennock, “ kid” pitchers, went 
to the Red Sox in 1915, which virtual- 
ly concluded thé wrecking program. 
The passing of Amos Strunk, Eddie 
Murphy, and others later on, some- 
times mentioned in connection with 
the breaking up of the 1914 A’s, were 
events which Connie Mack considered 
the natura] labor turnover and not di- 
rectly identified with his determina- 
tion to send away the members of his 
1914 cast.

The cisco is one of the Salmonidae 
family and is closely related to the 
white fishes. Although valued as a 
food fish the little cisco never has 
been considered as important as the 
true whitefish. Inasmuch as the cisco 
is no primarily a hook and line fish, 
the species can increase its numbers 
rapidly unless there are enough nat- 
ural enemies in the lake to prey upon 
it. The species which Indiana has in 
its lakes is the same as that found 
through southern Wisconsin, notably 
in Lake Geneva and Oconomowoc. 


Catches Made Through Ice. 


Fishermen around Lake Geneva 
know how to fool the cisco with a 
lure during the winter months and 
some big catches have been made by 
fishing through the ice. We do not 
know whether Indiana anglers take 
ciscoes by ice fishing. One Indiana 
fisherman tells us flatly that ciscoes 
never are taken down there on rod 
and line. Some years ago a “ school” 
of fishermen who used to visit Lake 
Geneva every spring had good sport 
with the cisco at a time when the 
Mayfly was on the wing. They used 
the live insects and a fly rod. By drop- 
ping their lure on the water they 
could bring the ciscoes up from deep 
water and make large catches during 
the hatch of the insects. 


Called Tippecanoe Cisco. 


The cisco in Indiana and in southern 
Wisconsin is known as the Tippe- 
canoe cisco because the species was 
originally described from Tippecanoe 
lake. It does not differ a great deal 
from our lake herring, although it is 
slightly smaller in size than the latter. 
As a matter of fact, the ciscoes in our

MONEY IN USE 


RFC Chairman Tells 
Bureau’s Policies. 


BY HOWARD WOOD. 

“More money in use,” was the pros- 
perity formula presented by Chairman 
Jesse H. Jones of ee 
the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance cor- 
poration at the 
thirty-sixth an- 
nual dinner of the 
Illinois Manufac- 
turers’ association 
at the Stevens 
hotel. 

* We must have 
more dollars actu- 
ally circulating,” 
he said. “The 
mere fact that we 
have an abun- 
dance of avail- 
able circulating 
medium does not JESSE H. JONES. 
do the trick. We must find ways 
and means and methods of getting 
more money in actual every day use. 

“A boy soon outgrows his shoes, 
and ovr country is still growing. Our 
commerce and business and our agri- 
culture have multiplied many times. 
But with the exception of the federal 
reserve system and certain temporary 
emergency legislation during the last 
two sessions of congress, with inci- 
dental adjustments in the 1870's and 
the 1890's and 1900, our monetary sys- 
tem has not been changed since the 
national banking act was passed in 
1863.” 

Denies Unsound Money Policy. 


At the same time Mr. Jones emphat- 
fealiy stated that there would be no 
impairment of the soundness of the 
dollar.

Middle West Leaders Present. 


At the speakers’ table in addition 
to ten former presidents of the asso- 
ciation were eight railroad presidents 
and the heads of a number of indus- 
trial associations comprising the Mid- 
west Manufacturers’ association, 
which includes ten Mississippi valley 
atates. 

Barle Wood Evans, president of the 
American Bar association, who intro- 
duced the speaker, predicted that any 
New Deal legislation which may be 
unconstitutional will not be upheld by 
the courts. 

“There has been a great deal of 
fear throughout the country,” he said, 
“that courts will measure the New 
Deal legislation by the yardstick of 
expediency. 

“The courts of the United States 
are not going to abdicate. They will 
measure all the new laws by applicable 
provisions of the constitution.” 

This brought a rousing cheer from 
bis audience. 

“In times of stress,” he added, “ the 
eourts adhere more closely than ever 
to the tenets of the constitution.” 

Outlines Plans of RFC. 

Mr. Jones outiined the work done 
by the RFC to date and its plans for 
the future. He deprecated reports of 
business unsettlement due to mone- 
tary uncertainty and predicted success 
for the administration’s program of 
price raising. 

Criticism, he told the assembled 
business leaders, was welcome “so 
long as the criticism is in the com- 
mon interest and not to serve a self- 
ish purpose.” 

“Honest, constructive eriticism, 
made in the right spirit,” he said, “‘is 
both wholesome and helpful. It should 
be remembered, though, that we went 
very high during the boom period, and 
that the fall was uninterrupted for 
more than three years; and very hard. 

“ Are we not asking too much, then, 
when we demand a return of prosperi- 
ty, or even a correction of a greater. 
part of the evils, in the short period 
of a few months? 

“No one wants a sound dollar more 
than Franklin Roosevelt. Of course, 
he wants sound money. He is Presi- 
dent of the United States, chosen by 
a desperate people. They demanded a 
change; a change in their economic 
conditions; a different kind of leader- 
ship. He is determined to change 
those conditions and to supply that 
leadership. He is succeeding in sub- 
stantial measure.” 

Would “Omit Criticism.” 
There can be no honest difference 
of opinion over the declared intention 
of the President to raise commodity 
price levels, Jones added. He inti- 
mated that he thought the criticism 
of the administration's methods of ac- 
complishing this end could be dis- 
pensed with. 

“The methods to be employed,” he 
declared, “should be left largely to 
the President and to congress. The 
responsibility is theirs. The President 
is our chosen leader and congress our 
duly elected representatives. 

“The President was given a free 
hand with unstinted and practically 
unanimous support. Now we are be- 
ginning to feel our wings again, we 
are apt to forget those dark days 
and start criticizing. So long as the 
criticism is in the common interest, 
however, and not to serve a selfish 
Purpose, all well and good.” 

Talk that business is being retarded 
by the uncertainty of the money ques- 
tion is without foundation, Mr. Jones 
gaid at one point in his address.

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LEONARD AYRES 
ASSERTS PRIVATE 
ENTERPRISE NEED 


Cleveland, O., Dee. 12.—A4)—Un- 
employment relief through business ex- 
pansion, “‘ promoted by private enter- 
prise and financed with sound money,” 
was termed America’s greatest need by 
Col. Leonard P. Ayres, vice president 
of the Cleveland Trust company and 
widely known economist, In his an- 
nual business prediction, before the 
chamber of commerce today. 

Speaking on “ Prospects for Busi- 
ness in 1934,” Col. Ayres said that 
half of the 10,000,000 persons still un- 
employed are producers of durable 
goods and all but 600,000 of the re- 
maining 6,000,000 are providers of 
services for the first half. 

The NRA program, he said, aims at 
giving more workers more money to 
buy consumers’ goods, but he argued 
that only about 500,000 of consumers’ 
goods producers are idle. 

The real problem, Col. Ayres de- 
clared, is in bringing back normal pro- 
duction or durable goods, such as 
building, machinery, automobiles, fur- 
niture, bridges, ships, locomotives, cars 
and a long list of articles made of met- 
als, lumber, stone, clay, glass, and 
cement. 

Obstacles in the way of recovery in 
these industries, he said, are the fear 
that extension of government regula- 
tion will make it impossible for many 
corporations to make profits, and the 
lack of adequate financing due to fear 
engendered by the monetary situation.

The 
final prices of the dollar in terms of 
the principal foreign currencies were 
shaded somewhat from the high quota- 
tions for the day. The Canadian dol- 
lar fell to par for the first time in 
weeks and closed at a premium of 1-16 
of a cent, down 11-16 of a cent on the 
day. 

With no apparent incentive for 
speculative buying of the dollar, its 
strength was attributed to a natural 
demand for commercial interests. Sec- 
retary Morgenthau's statement spik- 
ing reports of stabilization negotia- 
tions was taken with some skepti- 
cism. 


BRITON URGES STABILITY

LONDON, Dec. 12,—Strong insist- 
ence on immediate stabilization of the 
dollar as the best and quickest means 
of restoring American prosperity and 
perhaps averting further declines in 
other nations formed the substance of 
the address delivered at the American 
chamber of commerce luncehon today 
by Sir Walter Lavton, famous British 
economist and publisher. 

Sir Walter expressed the bellef that 
President Roosevelt’s gold buying 
campaign as a means of forcing the 
dollar down will fall because it is 
questionable whether the treasury will 
be able to make enough purchases. 

“The surest road for the United 
States to pursue now is some degree 
of stabilization In the dollar,” he as- 
serted, but added that an agreement 
between the American and _ British 
governments on the dollar-pound ex- 
change level would be difficult be- 
cause the dollar is now unduly low. 


HOLDS STABILITY 
AND MONEY WAR

Not Far Apart. 


New York, Dee. 12,~A/)—F. M. 
Law, president of the American Bank- 
ers association, said tonight that if 
America’s entire monetary question is 
considered on its merits, the point of 
disagreement are not numerous or 
“necessarily irreconcilable.” 

He told the bankers forum, New 
York chapter, American Institute of 
Banking, that he felt “ flat money is a 
bokey which need alarm no one.” 
“Many thoughtful men have been 
much concerned,” he said, “but I 
firmly believe that Mr. Roosevelt 
would have the same abhorrence and 
fear with regard to the issue of flat 
money that the most ardent member 
of the sound money group would have, 
“There is 16 per cent more out- 
standing currency in the country to- 
day than there was in 1926, and there 
is a billion dollars more in currency 
than at the height of the boom in 
1929. The need is not more money; 
the problem rather is to restore con- 
fidence and to put money and credit 
to work.” 


Cites Points of Argument. 
Law quoted several authorities on 
both sides of the monetary question 
and said they agreed on these issues: 
1, “That the ultimate basis of the 
dollar should be gold, and it is Inter- 
esting to note here that some of the 
leaders of the sound money group do 
not recently seem adverse to a small 
pro rata of silver as a base. 
2. “That a rise in commodity prices 
accompanied by an increase in busi- 
ness activity, wages, and income is 
desirable. 
3. “ That our national credit should 
kept unimpaired at all costs. 
4. “That the current budget should 
be balanced. 

5. * That the dollar should be stabil- 
ized,” 

One point of disagreement, he said, 
“seems to be on the question as to 
when stabilization of the dollar should 
be effected,’”’ and a second is “‘ whether 
our currency should be based on a 
dollar containing a fixed amount of 
gold, or should it be based on a dollar 
of variable gold content with a fixed 
purchasing power.” He said the points 
of disagreement are not irreconcilable. 


Scoffs at Partisan Warnings. 

“The dire predictions which parti- 
sans on each side are making will not 
come true,”’ Law said. “‘ When one 
side predicts communism, that the ad- 
ministration is marching toward Mos- 
cow, we must simply fall back on our 
well known American sense of humor. 

“The sound money group stands for 
a return to the gold standard. Noone 
doubts that there will be a return 
on the part of this country and of all 
the other great nations, but it may 
well be that the gold standard needs 
a reformation. 

“T have an abounding faith that 
the whole problem can be solved with- 
out doling violence to sound tradition. 

“Thus far the President has em- 
ployed the mildest and safest of the 
types of inflationary powers granted 
him by congress. It remains to be seen 
what congress will do next month. 
It appears that the administration is 
following a middle course as between 
the ultra-conservative group and the 
untra-inflationists.”’ 


SUES TO REMOVE 
CO-RECEIVER OF 
PEORIA LIFE CO. 


Springfield, Ill, Dee. 12.—()—At- 
torney General Otto Kerner today 
started mandamus action before the 
Illinois Supreme court in an effort to 
force Circuit Judge John M. Niehaus 
to withdraw the appointment of 
George Shurtleff as co-receiver of the 
Peoria Life Insurance company. 

Kerner’s application for the manda- 
mus writ contended that Director 
Ernest Palmer of the insurance de- 
partment has sole power to name re- 
ceivers of insurance companies. He 
held that Judge Niehaus’ appointment 
of Shurtleff and Charles V. O’Hearn 
as co-receivers was illegal. O’Hearn 
was the choice of the insurance de- 
partment when the Peoria Life Insur- 
ance company was placed in receiver- 
ship a month ago, but the judge in- 
sisted that Shurtleff should also be 
named, 

If granted by the Supreme court, 
the writ would force the judge to ex- 
punge from his records the appoint- 
ment of the co-receivers and pave the 
way for the naming of O’Hearn alone.

Critics of the sedurities act were in- 
formed’ from two, administration 
sources today that if any revision 
were attempted it would be to tighten 
rather than weaken the law, s and that 
the regulations already kept 
“hundreds of millions of. dotldrs of 
woepuges stocks” off the market. 
hairman Fletcher of the senate 
banbihe committee told reporters 
after a talk with President Roosevelt 
that the law would be strengthened 
if amended at all, and said those who 
wanted it changed were “ fellows who 
made a living by their wits prior to 
1929 to exploit the public.” Mr. 
Roosevelt was described as keeping an 
open mind on the need for revision. 
Sees Frauds Prevented. 

Replying to a criticism from F. O. 
Wilhelm, member of the investment 
banking firm of C, T. Williams of Bal- 
timore, forwarded to him by Fletcher, 
J. M. Landis, a member of the federal 
trade commission, who helped frame 
the act, said the commission had 
forced withdrawal of many “ wanton” 
securities and kept hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollors in bad stocks away 
from an unsuspecting public. 

Wilhelm had written to Fletcher, 
Landis’ letter said, complaining “ that 
the securities already registered were 
mainly gold mining, brewery and dis- 
tillery stocks, that there was a total 
absence of any high grade issues 
which the American public should be 
educated to buy,” and that all securi- 
ties registered go forth to the public 
with an indication the facts have been 
approved by the commission. 

Landis said: “Numerous industrial 
issues have been registered with the 
commission,” 


Elaborates Reply to Critics. 


Tlaborating on his reply to the crit- 
icism that most of the securities reg- 
istered were speculative, Landis said 
the following deserved notice: 

“1. The last few months have seen 
a market peculiarly adapted to the 
flotation of speculative issues such as 
these stocks, 

“2. Under the securities act, the 
commission has forced registrants de- 
siring to offer these stocks to dis- 
close the disagreeable facts, such as 
secret promoters’ and underwriting 
profits, overcapitalizations, ete. 

“3. The commission has issued nu- 
merous stop-orders against these wan- 
ton issues, preventing their sale. 

“4, The commission has ‘forced’ 
the withdrawal of many of these reg- 
istrations, thus preventing them ac- 
quiring the right to sell these securi- 
ties.” 

Senator Fletcher proposed as one 
amendment that the liability clause 
be strengthened to eliminate the “ loop- 
holes’ whereby those issuing securi- 
ties may be exempted from civil dam- 
ages if they prove they acted in 
“good faith.” 

Senator Fletcher said that President 
Roosevelt has asked that a close study 
be made of the working of the new 
act, but that he did not want the 
whole law opened up for wholesale te- 
vision. Fletcher said he expected to 
have his recommendations the se- 
curities act ready by the time con- 
gress meets. 


Hints Germany to Suspend

Move to Fill Vacancy. 

That the Continental directors 
would fill this vacancy in the near fu- 
ture has been known in financial cir- 
cles for some time. For several 
months Mr. Leavell has been the only 
ranking officer in charge of the bank. 

Among those mentioned, in addition 
to Mr. Cummings, were George Ran- 
ney, vice chairman of the Common- 
wealth Edison company and until re- 
cently vice president of the Interna- 
tional Harvester company; R. A.

While recognizing that under exist- 
ing circumstances the placing of 
present market values on securities 
held in insurance portfolios would not 
be fair in many instances, and conse- 
quently convention values will rule, 
the commissioners now require that 
bonds and stocks purchased since June 
30, 1931, shall be valued at market 
price quotations as of Nov. 1, 1933. 

Leveling Influence. 

This action is regarded by some 
company executives as a measure 
which will act as a leveling influence 
in the preparation of annual state 
ments. Although permitting the com- 
panies to value their old securities on 
a convention basis, in which values 
are arbitrarily established by the au- 
thorities, they must include securi- 
ties acquired since June 30, 1931-—ex- 
cept by exchange—at prices as of Nov. 
1. In many cases the prices will be 
considerably below the purchase price 
since there have been heavy purchases 
since 1931. 

The insurance commissioners in 
bringing out their formula stated that 
close study of the range of markets 
over various periods, together with 
various tests as to range of markets 
in times of prosperity and depression 
alike, Jends to the conclusion that the 
real value of securities cannot be def- 
initely determined by market quota- 
tions on any given day.

Methods of Valuing. 

Valuation methods are summarized 
as follows:

Some exceptions are cited. 

2. Bonds amply secured and not in 
default shall be vaiued on an amort- 
ized basis whenever permitted by law. 
This means that values of such bonds 
will be adjusted in such a way as to 
arrive at par at maturity. 

3. All muniecipals should be valued 
at the 1932 convention values except 
in the case of bonds that have been 
in default for a period longer than a 
year prior to Nov. 1, 1933. In this case 
the values to be used should be the 
convention values used for annual 
statements as of Dec, 31, 1931, less
